HISTORY OF _ S.H.S. 


In January of 1925, the doors of Superior High School were first 
opened to students with Mr. Ge. N. Green as the first Superintendent 
and Mre Le Pe Williams, Principal. 


The High School was built by the Kellogg Construction Company at 
a cost of $75,000 for building and furnishings for which bonds were 
issued. 


Before the erection of the present buildings, the first grade was 
the Community Churchs Home Economics Laboratory was the first house 
above the Catholic Church; Crombie'ts house in D Camp was the first, 
second, and third grades and the house below the high school was the 
athletic department. High school was held in the grade school build- 
ing and the Opera House was the scene of many athletic events. 


There have been six superintendents of the four-year high school 
since its founding in 1925. George Norman Green was the first, fole 
lowed by Ira Russell, then George Burton, who died while in office. 
Charles Purma, the Principal, finished out the year. The following 
year Mre Ae Le Keeney took over the position and held it wntil July, 
1946- At that time Mr. Ie Re Willey, our present Superintendent, took 
the position. 


Each year, Superior High, with its buildings and equipment, faculty 
and personnel, offers many opportunities to its students, 


Many students have come and gone from S. He. S. since its founding 
in 1925.
